BALTIMORE TO-DAY. 

The great Democratic Convention 
meets in Baltimore to-day. We be- 
lieve that Convention holds in its hands 
the destiny of the Presidential struggle, 

That Greeley and Brown will be en- 
dorsed enthusiastically and almost 
unanimously, we haye every reason to 
believe. The only question that will 
give rise to discussion is the manner of 
the endorsement—that is, whether there 
should be a regular nomination of the 
Cincinnati ticket or simply an acqui- 
escence without a formal nomination. 
We think the latter policy the better, for 
ihe reason that we do not propose to 
vote for Greeley as the Democratic can- | 
didate, but as a Republican, to defeat 
the Radical nominee. On account of 
the impossibility of electing a straight 
Democrat, we desire to assist in electing 
a moderate Republican, and thus put an 
end to the reign of Radicalism in this 


country. 

The Baltimore papers are filled with 
accounts of the great preparations that 
have been made for the reception of the 
delegates and visitors. Ford’s Grand 
Opera House has been fitted up in the 
most elegant style. The decorations 
are described as being of the hand- 
somest order. The arrangements for 
seating the delegates are complete. The 
location of each delegation is marked 
with a flag, and a diagram has been 
published so that any one can see ata 
glance where each State delegation may 
be found, North Caroiina will sit in 
the third row. 

In front of the Opera House, a grand 
triple arch is erected, bearing the 
following words: ‘Every mountain has 
sent yorth its riul, and every valiey its 
stream, every river its flood, and lo, the 
avalanche of the people is here.” 

Over the main entrance of the, 
Theatre, the following words from 
Andrew Jackson appear: ‘The Consti- 
tution is still the object of our reverence, 
the bond of our Union, our defence in 
danger, the source of our prosperity in 
peace.” There are various other mottoes 
and quotations, the most appropriate of 
which at this time is the follewing from 
Thomas Jefferson: “The whole art of 
government consists in the art of being 
honest.” 

The portraits of Washington, Jeffer- 
son, Jackson, Charles Carroll of Carroll- 
ton, and Henry Clay will adorn the 
walls. 

To show what thorough arrange- 
ments have been made for business, 
convenience and comfort, we copy the 
following from the Baltimore Sun: 


“Each delegate will be furnished with 
a badge, to be worn, always in sight, on 
the left lappel of hiscoat. The absence 
of the badge may subject the delegate 
while in the Opera-house to suspi- 
cious scrutiny to ascertain whether he 
is an intruder or not. Badges must be 
worn by all members of the press, dis- 
tinguished visitors,telgraphic operators, 
officers, ushers and pages, to indicate 
their right to be on the floor of the 
Convention,else they might be excluded. 
The ushers will point out the seats as- 
signed to delegations or to members 
thereof. The pages will carry messages 
to suit the convenience of delegates, and 
convey resolutions, &c., to the chair. 
Resolutions should have the name of 
the writers inscribed upon them. The 
oflicers will rigidly enforce good order, 
eject intruders, and sustain the door- 
keepersin the discharge ot their duty. 

The entire first floor will be occupied 
by the Cunvention, distinguished visi- 
tors, editorial and reportorial corps, the 
National Executive Ccmmittee, the 
Committee of Arrangements, and the 
telegraphic operators, Entrance, cen- 
tral door, Fayette street, or private door 
on Marion street. Under the stage the 
rooms will be furnished for Committees 
to meet or delegations to consult. The 
ushers will conduct either there when 
requested. A retiring room for the 
members of the press will be designated 
under the stage. Telegraphic facilities 
will be found on both sides of the stage, 
and the messages can be sent to any 
point direct. Nearly thirty instruments 
will be in operation within the build- 
ing. 

The second floor (balcony circle) will 
be open to the public. Here a number 
of seats will be reserved for ladies, but 
not held (unless occupied) after the 
Convention is called to order each day. 
Entrance Fayette street door, nearest 
Eutaw street.
